Adjudged guilty of criminal
libel, Haskell Tidwell, secretary
of the Retail Clerks Union Lo:
cal 905, was sentenced yester.

The punishment was meted
out by Judge John J. Shidler
in Gardena Justice Court
Wednesday, after Judge Shidler
found Tidwell guilty of violat-
ing Section 248 of the Penal
Code of California.

The complaint charging Tid-
well with criminal libel re-
sulted from malicious libeling
of Capt. L. E. DeLaney, sec-
retary of the San Pedro Busi-
ness ' Men, Associated, last
March 1 at a meeting held in
the Torrance Chamber of Com-
merce,

Tidwell was denied a new
trial by the court yesterday, and
he was denied a stay of execu-
tion by Judge Shidler. Tidwell
paid the fine rather than go to
Jail for two days.

In his decision Judge Shidler
pointed out that testimony of
the State's witnesses was un-
contradicted, Deputy District
Attorney Harry P. Amstutz was
in charge of the prosecution,

they would file an appeal.
